• CONTOARY TO THE BElimFS of many authorities, the average ex-GI would be enrolled in uni- 


versities regardless of the famous Bill of Rights, according to a recent poll conducted here among all 
veteran students by Dr. Mitdiell Dreese, head of the Unlvei-slty's Veteran Education Division. 

Approximately 78 per cent of the 4,903 vets who returned the questionnaires stated they 
would seek advanced education On their own were it not for the GI BID. Only 12 per cent believed 
they would not have contiiAied 
their education without it, and 
10 per cent were uncertain. 

Commenting on the startling re- 
lults of the survey, Dr. Dreese as- 
serted that “the figures might be 
disooncerting to some people who 
think the Cl Bill works mlrscles.” 

However, he hastened to add that 
a substantial number of studenU 
who under pny circumstances would 
go to college by the benefits tre In* 
sured a aomplete college educa- 
tion. 

Believing that this is the first 
survey of its kind to be conducted 
in the country, Dr. Ralph McDon- 
ald, Nstlonsl Education AssodaUon 
official, stated that a majority of 
vstgeank in other ooUeges . through- 
out tho country probably would 
have a similar opinion in ttao mat-

• A FEW YEARS ago. the millury school I attended in Virginia, 
boasted a baseball I)itcher, Robert Savage, reputed to be the 0nest 
scholastic hurler in the' South. 

On the eve of a big game against a neighboring college dub 
we were informed that a group of big league baseball scouts were 
on hand to see Bob perform, and that he was likely to be offered 
a contract by several of these men If he turned In a creditable per- 
formance. As the game got under way and Bob toolt the mound, 
he looked every bit the part of a major league pitcher, exhibiting 
amaalng control, speed, and the finesse of an did timo'. When the 
game ended he walked off the field with a shutout to his credit, one 
of the finest performances ever’ seen on a Virginia diamond. 

It didn’t take the scouts long to seek out Bob’s coach, with 
lucrative offers for the hurler’s signature on a contract. Their 
only answer, however, was that Bob intended to enter college the 
following year and would not be available to the big leagues for 
another four seasons. 

Shortly thereafter one of the scouts approached the coach 
with the offer of a cash bonus for talking Bob out of going to col- 
lege, whereupon the scout was shown the nearest exit. ' 

Such practices are not unusual, however, and are becoming 
more of a problem every year. 

The time has now come for colleges and universities to take 
steps against the big money promoters who are using such un- 
scrupulous tactics to lure young men from schools.^ .

in the affirmative. The average professional football player, bo«*» 
ever, is locky to last more^than five years In the game, and could 
at any time suffer an injuiy which would handicap him for Bilk 
In other sports the average playing careers might be slightly long- 
er, but the facts remain that the young man who abandons a col* 
lege education lor professional sports is usually not prepared to 
earn his living in any other field ^er his pUying days are over. 

Not only are playing careers short and chances of permanent 
injury great, but also the percentage of athletes who reach the 
"big money" class is very small. Thus, most of them are unable 
to save enough money to depend on when their active sports 
careers are ended. 

It is evident that the death knell of collegiate sports la being 
sounded by this unwarranted invasion of the college campiu by 
professional Interests. ' , 

This week the National Collegiate Athletic Association will 
hold its regular meeting in New York and will discuss, among other 
topics, the manner in which collegiate sports have gotten out of 
the hands of the colleges and under the control of gamblers. 

It is imperative that, at this meeting, an understanding be 
reached between the NCAA officials to issue an ultimatum to the 
various professional interests, stating that out/ colleges and uni- 
versities are not to be used as one or two year proving grounds 
for the "play for pay" ranks.
